President’s Report 



President’s Report 

In this issue of the Neerlandia Magazine, we continue to advise you on our proposal to sell the clubhouse, to 
invest the proceeds and to move to and become tenants of the Morley Windmills. 

We invited the Neerlandia Members to give us feedback, to ask us questions and to talk about their 
(individual) concerns regarding the proposal. To our relief we did receive feedback and questions; we also 
received overwhelming support through emails, telephone calls or personal approach. 

Obviously some of you have reservations, which is totally understandable. The feedback has also indicated 
that there are some major misunderstandings, apparently fuelled by ill-informed rumours. 

Over the last 3 weeks we have gathered all the comments we received and we have collected them in a 
comprehensive President’s Report. It is our aim to create more clarity, give more assurance and to convince those members who 
are not certain yet, that the proposal to sell and to relocate the club’s activities is in the best interests of Dutch Society Neerlandia 
and its members. 

Due to the limited space in the magazine, the answers will be short. To accommodate those members who do not travel at night, 

we have changed the date of the Information Meeting from 17 June 7pm to Saturday 21 June at 2pm at the Neerlandia 
Building. (See advertisement on page 12) 

As far as any answer that the committee gives to your questions, please remember that we can only answer questions to the best 
of our knowledge. We currently have a verbal understanding with The Windmills that we will rent their clubhouse. Before any 
agreement is signed between the parties, we will first ask for our Members’ consent for the proposal. Once you have given your 
consent we will start writing a rental agreement, which, once finalised will be scrutinized by a lawyer. Once a legal rental 
agreement has been established, the Neerlandia building will go to market. 

We would like to emphasize that, if we cannot finalise a satisfactory agreement with the Windmills, then the committee is 
committed to search for alternatives that safeguard the financial and cultural integrity of Neerlandia. 


Now to your questions. 

We are selling the Clubhouse should we not have a vote on this decision? 

No - the Committee has the authority to sell assets. Only if the club ceased to exist would a Special General Meeting 
would be required. 

How will the members be assured that Neerlandia stays Dutch and that it does not become an extension of The Windmills/ 
How will the capital be protected / How do the Neerlandia Members have the guarantee that capital is only used for 
Neerlandia Members a/o for the Dutch Community/Is this the beginning of the end of Neerlandia? 

A new Constitution will be written in which the cultural heritage of the Club will be guaranteed. This will need to be 
ratified by a Special General Meeting of our members. 

The Capital will be held in a Trust fund with Trustees taking decisions of major outgoings. 

This is not the beginning of the end: our capital will grow and may even be used in future for our own, more suitable 
building. 

Why is this meeting “informal”? 

Based on the feedback we received, we have now changed the information session from informal to only accessible for 
financial Neerlandia members. At the end of the presentation the committee will ask the members present to indicate their 
consent for the proposal by a raising of hands. 

How much is the Committee expecting to receive for the building? 

It is not in the interest of the club to disclose the advice of Real Estate Agents but it should be well over $2,000,000. 

It was mentioned that the proceeds will be invested wisely. What does that mean? 

Once we go to the market we will seek advice for a tax effective secure investment providing an acceptable average 
return. 

What rent is Neerlandia proposing to pay to the Windmills? 

Our initial discussions indicate that a proportion of each Neerlandia Membership ($20 in first part discussions) will be 
paid to the Windmills. If this proposal turns out to be the final arrangement, the rent paid would depend on the number of 
members Neerlandia has from year to year. 

If we only rent but not amalgamate with the Windmills, doesn't 
that create a “them and us” situation? 

Any Windmills member can become a Neerlandia member; 
though it is proposed that the Dutch cultural integrity of the 
Neerlandia club and its members will be protected in a 
revised constitution. 

I want to see the Windmills building before the information 
meeting/I live too far from the Windmills/I can't get to The 
Windmills 

The Windmills are situated north of the river and that is 
where a majority of our members live. 

The Committee advises Neerlandia members, who are 
concerned about the distance, to make a visit to the 
Windmills grounds, when the soccer club is having a home 
game at Wotton Reserve, Morley. 

We have planned a coffee morning for Friday 6 June. There 
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will be a bus 
leaving from 230 
Cambridge Street to take

those members who travel 
by public transport. 

It is so easy to pop into our current building for a drink after work. Morley/Embleton is too far for me. 

A questionnaire held amongst the younger Dutch on the future of our club, indicated that more grass/playing area and 
parking space was required before those families would visit the Dutch Club. We listened. 

Has the Committee looked at other options? 

Yes - refer to President’s Report in the Neerlandia Magazine - May issue 

What will happen to the Shop? 

There will not be a Dutch shop in the Windmills Clubhouse. However, if the need arises, Neerlandia will look at 
alternatives to accommodate those Neerlandia members who still want to shop for their imported Dutch products. 

What will happen to DACWA? 

DACWA will look for and buy its own property. The projection of Neerlandia’s future cash flow will provide an 
allowance to assist DACWA with their new premises. 

I have a Carer who now takes me to DJW on Thursday. How will I get to the Windmills? 

Your carer will take you to the Windmills; nothing will change for you or your transport 
Who is paying for the improvements of the Windmills facilities? 

If the improvements are to the benefit of the Neerlandia members, Neerlandia will carry the cost. This cost will be 
recognized in the final rental agreement. 

What’s in it for me as a Neerlandia member? 

The Committee wants a club with financial security into the future to continue to be a focal point for people of Dutch 
heritage. With the sale of the building we will be able to pump money back into the club and to extend the services and 
activities available to members. 

We are thinking of a Neerlandia magazine in full colour 
We will consider an allowance to subsidize the sub-clubs 

We should stay in the current building, which is a Dutch heritage building /1 am emotionally attached to this building. 

As will be demonstrated at the information meeting, Neerlandia in its present form could well run out of money within 
five years and could then be pushed into a forced sale of the building and liquidation of the club in its present form. To 
sell and leave on our own terms from a reasonably strong financial position is significantly more preferable. 

For economic reasons it would be unwise to stay in the current building: 

Decreasing amount of members expected over the years to come = decreasing our income 
Current 50 year-old building is ageing = rising maintenance cost 

Overall rising cost like energy, rates and insurance. Those outgoings are increasing with a decreasing income. 

Lack of volunteers = lack of functions = lack of income 

The current Wembley building itself has no Dutch heritage as it used to be a party centre prior to Neerlandia buying it. 

The Dutch atmosphere in the building is created by the Neerlandia members. Neerlandia shares a common foundation and 
cultural heritage with the Windmills and our proposed future relationship builds on this shared heritage. 

What will happen to the Dutch treasures in the club?

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Nos News from the Netherlands 


(The following news item was copied from the NOS 
News Web Service. It deals with an interesting 
aspect of the financial crisis in the Netherlands. 

It shows that despite our own austerity budget, we 
still live in the lucky country, Editor) 

Eigen bammetje strop voor cateraar 



Veel bedrijven bezuinigen op de bedrijfskantine 


Cateringbedrijven hebben het zwaar. Sinds het 
topjaar 2008 (totale omzet in de branche toen 1,23 
miljard euro) is hun omzet met een kwart gedaald 
tot iets meer dan 900 miljoen euro in 2013. 

"Wij richten ons op de werkende mens. Die zijn er 
natuurlijk minder door de crisis", zegt Jos van 
Straten van de Veneca (Vereniging Nederlandse 
Cateringorganisaties). Leden van de Veneca zijn 
onder meer Sodexo, Albron, SAB en KLM 
Catering. 

"Veel bedrijven zijn failliet gegaan, hebben dus 
geen restaurant meer. Maar bedrijven die de 
bedrijfskantine wel houden, bezuinigen enorm: met 
een kleiner en sober assortiment, er wordt minder 
eten en drinken besteld voor vergaderingen en 
feestjes. Dat zie je bij bedrijven, maar natuurlijk 
ookbij de overheid." 

Zuinigjes 

En werknemers zijn, zeker door de crisis, ook 
kritischer op hun uitgaven. Wie elke dag een euro 
of drie uitgeeft in het restaurant, geeft op jaarbasis 
al gauw zo'n 600 a 700 euro uit. 'Bammetjes' van 
thuis zijn een stuk goedkoper. 

Van Straten: "Dat is het gekke, werknemers hebben 
niet veel over voor hun lunch in de kantine. Dan 
heb ik het over de basis: brood, boter, beleg. 
Gemiddeld wil hij daarvoor 2,70 euro betalen." 

Is de kantinelunch duurder, dan bestaat volgens Van 
Straten de kans dat de werknemer gaat 
lunchwandelen en buiten de deur opeens wel bereid 
is vier euro of meer neer te tellen voor een dik 
belegd broodje. 


Subsidie 

En dan te weten dat veel bedrijven de lunch op dit 
moment subsidieren. De baas betaalt mee aan de 
soep en de kroket. "Als die subsidie wegvalt, en naar 
verwachting gaat dat gebeuren, wordt de lunch in het 
bedrijfsrestaurant nog duurder", zegt Van Straten. 

Uit cijfers van marktonderzoeker Foodstep blijkt dat 
vorig jaar zo'n 54 procent van de werknemers in ons 
land terecht kon in een bedrijfskantine. In 2010 was 
dat nog 60 procent. Foodstep-onderzoeker Rien de 
Koning: "Dat betekent dat de afgelopen jaren een op 
de tien bedrijven zijn kantine voor het personeel 
heeft gesloten." 

Thuiswerkers 

Ook groeit het aantal zzp'ers enorm hard. "Ook zij 
komen zelden meer in een bedrijfsrestaurant. En wat 
te denken van het aantal thuiswerkers: mensen die 
een of twee dagen per week thuis aan de slag gaan en 
dus geen gebruik maken van de kantine." 

Reorganisaties 

Ook in de zorg worden cateraars getroffen. De 
Koning: "Daar zie je dat door reorganisaties een 
enorme druk ontstaat op de kosten. En door sluiting 
van tehuizen zijn er gewoon minder monden te 
voeden." 

Hoewel voeding maar 4 procent uitmaakt van alle 
kosten in de zorg, wordt daar enorm op beknibbeld. 
"Bij tehuizen die openblijven, gaat gewoon de 
kaasschaaf erover." De Koning vindt het schrijnend: 
"Uit onderzoek blijkt dat ouderen de dagelijkse 
maaltijden enorm belangrijk zijn. Ze bepalen 70 
procent van het 'levensgeluk', ook door het sociale 
element. Dat daar zo op bezuinigd wordt, is eigenlijk 
onbegrijpelijk en schandalig." 

Ommekeer 

Volgens De Koning zitten de cateraars nog niet op 
hun dieptepunt. De werkloosheid stijgt immers nog 
steeds, nog altijd bezuinigen bedrijven op de kantine. 
"Zolang de baas de lunch subsidieert, blijkt de focus 
liggen op de kostprijs. De baas wil het vooral zo 
goedkoop mogelijk hebben. Als straks die steun 
wegvalt, kan de ommekeer komen. Dan komt bij de 
cateraars de wens van de werknemers centraal te 
staan. Die werknemer wil meer variatie, producten 
die (nog) lekkerder zijn. Dan kan het aantal gasten in 
het bedrijfsrestaurant misschien weer stijgen." 

Een ding weet Van Straten van de Veneca zeker: 

"De tijd van een jaaromzet van 1,2 miljard euro; die 
tijd komt nooit meer terug."

Kinder Paradijs 
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The divided town of Kerkrade 


Kerkrade (Compiled from the internet by PL) 

Kerkrade is a town and a municipality in the south-eastern province of 
Limburg. With its annexed villages it has a population of about 100,000. 

The town was well-known for its coal mines that used to supply coal to the 
whole of the Netherlands before the mines were gradually closed down from 
FI mid 1960's onwards. The main reason for this was to cut down visual 

ag an oa of rms pollution but also because earth gas was discovered in the Netherlands and 
that gradually replaced coal as heating fuel. 

Kerkrade is situated right on the border between the Netherlands and Germany and that border runs along 
the middle of the main street called Nieuwstraat/Neustrafie. 

Because of relatively unrestricted cross-border travel within the 
European Union, this border was for many years marked only 
with a low wall, about 30cm high, running along the length of the 
street. There was a separate 2-way road on each side, and cars had 
to pass through the official crossing points, but pedestrians could 
readily step over the wall (although there were signs informing 
them of the border). 

In 1991, it was decided to remove the wall completely. 

Nieuwstraat/Neustrafie is now a single two-way road, with the 
extra space now occupied with trees and bicycle lanes. The border 
is unmarked, and is crossed even when going round a roundabout or overtaking a vehicle. 

History of Kerkrade/Herzogenrath 

Throughout most of its history, modern day Kerkrade was part of the historic city of Herzogenrath. It was 
called 's-Hertogenrode or 's-Hertogenrade after the duchy of Brabant took control over the region; in 
French it was called Rolduc (Rode-le-duc). As is the case for many parts of the Southern Netherlands, the 
place changed hands several times in the last few centuries. It was under Spanish control from 1661, 
Austrian between 1713 and 1785 and French between 1795 and 1813. 

When the Kingdom of the Netherlands was formed after the French revolutionary and Napoleonic wars, the 
area's ownership was determined at the Vienna Congress. 

When the Belgians declared their independence, they claimed the Kerkrade area as their own, but Dutch 
ownership was eventually restored in 1839 and the border with Germany was drawn right through the 
middle of historic Herzogenrath, creating the two adjoining towns of Kerkrade in the Netherlands and 
modern day Herzogenrath in Germany. 

Coal Mines 

In 1104, an abbey called Kloosterade or Rolduc was 
founded in former Herzogenrath, by an Augustinian priest 
named Ailbertus . After his death, his bones were buried in 
the abbey's crypt. In the 18th century the monks of Rolduc 
began small-scale coal mines. More modern exploitation by 
others started in 1860, causing Kerkrade to grow 
significantly, especially as a consequence of the permanent 

settlement of mainly 
Southern-European 
miners in this Northern 
-European place. 

When the Willem 

Sophia mine was opened around 1900, the town grew even more 
rapidly, absorbing old villages like Chevremont. 

At the beginning of the 20th century, the first state mines were 
opened. Coal mining became the beating heart of the region's 
economy and the main source of income for many of its people. When 
A coal miner at work all the mines were closed in the 60's, Kerkrade partly impoverished.

Tourism 

Still considered one of the underdeveloped parts of the region by some, 

Kerkrade is not a main travellers destination. However, as renovations 
and facilities development take place, the town is gaining tourist 
popularity rapidly. Travellers who do take the effort to visit Kerkrade 
will find a good number of interesting sights as well a good attractions 
in and directly around town. 

One of the oldest buildings in the municipality is Erenstein, a castle the 
origins of which lie in the 14th century. 

Eygelshoven 

This used to be a small village near the town of Kerkrade in the 

southeast of the Netherlands, close to the German and Belgian borders. Two former coal mines could be 
found there, Laura and Julia, which were named after the wives of the two owners. They closed in 1974. 
Eygelshoven has a small former church from the sixteenth century, which stands on top of a hill. 

In 1922, another church was built, 
the Johannes de Doper Church, 
designed by Architect Alphons 
Boosten. Plans to demolish the old 
church were abandoned in favour of 
a new use for it as a chapel and 
because of its historical connection. 

The old mining village of 
Eygelshoven was a separate 
municipality until 1982, when after 
more than eight centuries it was 
merged with the town of Kerkrade.

Abbey Rolduc, or Kloosterrade 

In 1104, a oung priest, Ailbertus from Antoing, appeared in the Land of Rode, accompanied by two friars. 
They wanted to lead a simple life within absolute poverty. Adelbert, Count of Saffenberg on the Ahr and 
owner of a castle in ‘s Hertogenrade, offered them a strip of land on which they built themselves a simple 
home and a wooden chapel. 

During the 14th, 15th and 16th centuries times were harder for the abbey in both spiritual and material 
terms. The buildings were heavily damaged during the Eighty Years War. Materialistically, the abbey 
began to prosper again in the late 17th century when revenue was generated from the exploitation of coal 
mines. In around 1775, Rolduc employed 350 mineworkers. 

The abbey was dissolved by the French in 1796 and the buildings stood empty for 35 years. In 1815, when 
the Kingdom of the Netherlands was formed, the border was drawn through the ancient land of Rode, 
separating the abbey from the castle. The eastern part (including the castle) became Prussian Herzogenrath 
and the western part (including the abbey) became part of the Dutch municipality of Kerkrade. 

Part of he former abbey is now used as a hotel and another part is a Congress Centre that can accommodate 
300 people. Yet another part of this huge complex is occupied by a seminary. It is the largest abbey 
complex of the Benelux countries and is now one of the top 100 monuments in the Netherlands.
